1 ) It is not entirely clear that a molecular weight range of 70-300K for the B-glucans as claimed is actually supported, given that the 
range disclosed at page 19, lines 3-11 refers to an intermediate which, is further purified (the final product has an MW of 1 0K - see line 12 
on that page). 

2) Determining whether the claimed MW range materially distinguishes over the conflicting claims in the various obviousness-type 
double patenting rejections will plainly require a detailed factual analysis which introduces extensive new issues for consderation;
